Work on the 'fitration, plaht is proceeding with vigor today, Four | 
out of the eleht tanks which comprise the plant have been placed | 
out of service. Two have been emptied of the sand and gravel | 
throukh which the water passes tb the strainers. In each of these 
tanks it Was found that some half-dozen of the strainers, through 
which the Water passes ffom the tank through the lateral pipes to the 
clear whter basin, Were detached, thus allowing sand and gravel to 
pass Into ahd choke the taterals. 

It wil] be necessary to empty all the tanks and clear the laterals | 
by forcing water through, them from below. Meanwhile the great- 
er part of the water pumped ipto the distribution system will be 
taken direct from the river. The filtration plant, even before the 


work of Cleaning out the tanks commenced, was not supplying more 
than one quarter of the total demand, owing to the choked condition 
of the pipes, The Utilities Commissioner spent the morning at the 
plant personally superintending the work.

Washington, July 5— 
Redfield, cf Brooklyn, delivered a re- 
mitibkalle h in the House of Re- 
pres: ntatives a few days ago, in which 
as a manufacturer himself, he pointed 
out some of the fallacies of the protec- 
tive tarif system, His tariff beliefs 
are based on personal experience and 
observation in the market places of 
the world.
